NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 12th May 1976 

G.SJR. 344(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 24 of the High Court 
Judges (Conditions of Service) Act, 1954 (28 of 1954), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the High Couri Judges Travelling Allowance 
Rules, 1956, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the High Court Judges Travelling Allowance 
(Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazotte. 
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2 la rule 1A of the High Court Judges Travelling Allowance Rules, 195-6 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules), clause ia) shall be re-lettered as clause (aa) thereof, 
and before the clause as so re-lettered, the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 


‘(a) “full wagon” means— 
(i) between places 
connected by rail 


( 3 ) between places not connected by rail 
3 In rule 2 of the said rules,— 


(a) By goods train— 
any quantity upto the 
maximum carrying 
capacity of a wagon 
and * - wagon” meant a 
4-Wheeler wagon only; 

(b) By passenger train or 
by road— 

the mileage allowance 
will be limited to th e 
amount charged ole for 
6 ,oco kilograms by 
goods trainj 

6,000 kilograms.’. 


( 1 ) in sub-rule ( 1 ),— 

( 1 ) for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(a) when travelling by railway,— 

(i) to a reserved two-berth compartment of the highest class including air- 

conditioned and if one such compartment is not available, then to a 
reserved four-berth compartment of the highest class (but excluding 
air-conditioned); 

(ii) if such a compaitment is provided, to take his wife along with him 

without payment of the fare; and 

(iii) to the fares at the lowest class rates actually paid for servants not 

exceeding two in number;”; 

( 2 ) clauses (dd) and (ddd) shall be omitted; 

(3) for clause (e), the following clause shall be substituted, namely;— 

“(e) to a daily allowance at the rate of lis 35/- for the entire period of 
absence from headquarters, the absence being reckoned from the time 
of departure from headquarters to the lime of return to headquarters: 
Provided that the daily allowance so admissible shall be regulated as follows;— 

(i) full daily allowance for each completed day, that is, reckoned from 
mid-night to mid-night; 


(ii) for absence from headquarters for less than twenty-four hours, the daily 
allowance shall be at the following rates, namely:— 

( 1 ) if the absence from headquarters does not exceed six hours, 30% 

of the full daily allowance; 

( 2 ) if the absence from headquarters exceeds six hours, but does not 

exceed twelve hours, 50% of the full daily allowance; 

(3) if the absence from headquarters exceeds twelve hours, full daily 

allowance; 


(Iii) if the date of departure from and return to headquarters fall on diffe¬ 
rent dates, the period of absence from headquarters shall bo reckoned 
as two days and daily allowance shall be calculated for each day as in 
clause (ii): 

Provided further that— 


(i) when a Judge is required to perform functions outside his normal 
duties in localities away from his headquarters be may, subject to 
such conditions as the President may in each cas e determine, be 
granted daily allowance not exceeding Rs. 45/- in respect of 
ordinary localities and daily allowance not exceeding Rs. 50/- and 
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transport charges not exceeding Rs. 10/- per day in respect of 
specially expensive localities like Bombay, Calcutta or any other 
locality so declared hereafter by the President and shall also be 
entitled to Government accommodation at the same rates as for 
Government servants; 

(ii) when a ludge is required to perform his Dormal duties away from 
his headquarters and in specially expensive localities like Bombay, 
Calcutta or any other locality so declared hereafter by the Presi¬ 
dent, he may be granted a daily allowance of Rs. 42/-; 

(111) when a Judge is required to perform similar functions, whether part, 
time or whole-time in his own headquarters, he shall not be paid 
any allowance or charges unless the special work. Involve* extra 
expenses in which case he may be granted such allowance not 
exceeding Rs. 35/- per day as the President in each case determine; 
(iv) when a Judge is a State guest or is allowed to avail free board and 
lodging at the expense of the Central or State Government or 
any autonomous Industrial or commercial undertakings or corpo¬ 
ration or a statutory body or a local authority, in which Govern¬ 
ment funds have been invented or in which Government have any 
other Interest, the daily allowance shall be restricted to 25 per 
cent, of the amount admissible or sanctioned; and if only board 
or lodging is allowed free, the Judge may draw dally allowance 
at one-half of the admissible rRte.”; 

(H) in sub-rule (2) for 'be brackets and words “ioth*r than servants)”, the 
brackets and words "(other than wife and servants)” shall he substituted. 

4 . To rule 5A of the said rules, the following proviso shall be added, namely: — 
"Provided that a Judge of the Delhi Hi eh Court shall draw the same travelling 

allowance as is admissible for such iournev to a member of the A'l Tndla 
Service holding the rank of a Joint Secretary to the Government of India.”. 

5. In rule 6 of the said rules,—* 

(0 in clause (f) for the figures and words "2240 kilograms of goods bv road and 
bv goods train or steamer”, the words "a full wagon of goods” shall be 
substituted; 

(11) for the Explanation, the following Explanation shall be substituted, namelv:— 

'Explanation. —For the purpose of this rule and rules 7A, 7R. 7C and 7D, 
"members of a Judge's familv” means his wife, his children, his step¬ 
children, parents, sisters and minor brothers normally residing with, and 
wholly dependent on him.'. 

6. To rule 7B of the said rules, the following proviso shall be added, namely:— 
“Provided fihat a Judge of a Delhi High Court shall be enP'lpd to travel concession 

und-r this nil* in accordance with nilp 2 of the High Court Judges Rules, 
1956, rend with the rules applicable in this behalf to a member of the 
Indian Administrat : ve Service holding the rank of a Joint Secretary to the 
Government of India.”. 

7. In the proviso to sub-nile (1) of rule 7C of the said rules,-~ 

(I) in clause (a),— 

(1) for sub-clause (1), the following sub-clause shall be substituted, namely:— 
"(I) actual first class fare for every member of the family;"; 

(2) In sub-clause (ii), for the figures and words “2240 kilograms by goods train 

or steamer or both”, the words “a full wagon” shall be substituted; 

(il) in clause (b). in sub-clause fil). for the figures and words “2240 kilograms by 
goods train”, the words “a full wagon” shall be substituted;"; 

(111) after clause (b), the following clause shall b c inserted, namely:— 

"(c) for Journeys by the modes referred to In clauses (a) and (b), dally 
allowance at the same rates as are admissible to a Judge when he travels 
on duty and the provisions of clause (e) of sub-rule (1) of rule 2 ahall, 
as far as may be, apply."; 

(iv) the Explanation shall be omitted: 
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8. In rule 7D of the said rules,— 

(i) after clause (b), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(b) the Judge and every member of his family shall be entitled to a daily 
allowance In respect of the journeys by the modes referred to in clauses 
(a) and (b), at the same rates as are admissible to a Judge when ho 
travels on duty and the provisions of clause (e) of sub-rule (1) of rule 2 
shall, as far as may be, apply.”; 

(li) in clause (d), for the figures and words “2240 kilograms of goods by road 
and by goods train or steamer", the words “a full wagon” shall be substi¬ 
tuted; 

(HI) the Explanation shall be omitted. 

9- Nothing contained in these rules shall have effect so as to give to a Judge who Is 
serving as such at the commencement of these rules less favourable terms in respect of 
his travelling and daily allpwances than those to which he would be entitled, if these 
rules had not been made.
